Seldom, if ever before has the average age of the pupils of our 


schools been so low as in the past year. An unusual number of 
our young people have attended schools of a higher grade in 


other towns. Our judgment of the relative condition of the 
schools should, therefore, be based, not on the excellence of 
scholarship in the more advanced studies, but solely on the de- 
portment of the scholars and their application and proficiency. 
Thus judged, the results of school work for the year can confi- 
dently be reported as gratifying and commendable. In some re- 
spects better work was probably never done in any previous year. 
This is specially true of the primary classes. The improvement ° 
in text books and in wiser and better methods of their use, the 
use of charts, pencils and crayons are showing the happiest re- 
sults-in an increasing cheerfulness and industry in the school and | 
in a more rapid and healthful progress.
